
1. IT IS STATION’S VIEW, WITH LESS THAN FOUR WEEKS RE- 
MAINING IN THE CAMPAIGN PERIOD, THAT THE POSSIBILITY OF 
OBTAINING A TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY IN THE SENATE IS A VALID, 
ALTHOUGH DIFFICULT, OBJECTIVE. IN ORDER TO OBTAIN THIS' 
MAJORITY THE OPPOSITION NEEDS TO ELECT A TOTAL OF SEVENTEEN 
OF THE TWENTY-FIVE SENATE SEATS IN CONTENTION. THE OPPOSITION 
IS CONFIDENT OF WINNING A MINIMUM OF FOURTEEN SENATORS. THERE 
IS A GOOD PROSPECT FOR AN ADDITIONAL (FOURTH) SENATE SEAT IN 
THE EIGHT DISTRICT. THE OPPOSITION ALSO HAS FAIR PROSPECTS 
FOR OBTAINING AN ADDITIONAL SENATORIAL SEAT IN THE SIXTH AND 
FOURTH SENATORIAL DISTRICTS, AND IS EVEN WITHIN FIGHTING RANGE 
FOR AN EXTRA SEAT IN THE SECOND AND TENTH DISTRICTS. IN ORDER 
TO OBTAIN A TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY IN THE 
SINGLE. SENATORIAL DISTRICT IN WHICH THE

7« IN SUMMARY, WHILE A TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY IN THE SENATE 
REMAINS A DISTANT GOAL, IT CAN ONLY BE ACCOMPLISHED WITH A 
MAXIMUM ELECTORAL EFFORT ON THE PART OF ALL OPPOSITION 
POLITICAL GROUPS. THE STATION IS BY NO MEANS IN A POSITION 
TO ASSURE THIS OBJECTIVE CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED REGARDLESS OF 
THE FINANCIAL INPUT WHICH MIGHT BE MADE. HOWEVER, IT CAN 
CONVERSELY BE STATED WITH SOME CONFIDENCE THAT WITHOUT THE 
ADDITIONAL FUNDS REQUSTED THE OPPOSITION PARTIES WILL NOT BE ABLE TO 
MAKE AN OPTIMUM CAMPAIGN EFFORT AND THUS THE PROSPECTS OF ACHIEV- 
ING THE TWO-THIRDS WILL BE CORRESPONDINGLY REDUCED.
